
MARICOPA COUNTY INFLUENZA SUMMARY UPDATE  

Week ending January 4, 2003-Week 1  

 

Synopsis: During week 1 (December 29, 2002-January 4, 2003), 2 laboratory tested 
specimens were positive for influenza.  The proportion of patient visits to Cigna Health 
Care facilities*** for influenza-like-illness (ILI) was 0.079%, which is less than the 
national baseline of 1.9%.  Long Term care surveillance indicated insignificant influenza 
activity.  The percentage of deaths attributed to influenza and pneumonia was 4.3% for 
the city of Phoenix.  Moreover, the percentage of deaths due to influenza and pneumonia 
for Maricopa County LESS the city of Phoenix was 6.7% for week 1.  The overall 
proportion of hospital ER visits for ILI was 0.42%.  The overall percentage of school 
absences due to ILI was unavailable due to the winter holiday school recess. 

Laboratory Surveillance: One Influenza Type A culture positive, and one Influenza 
Type B culture positive.  

Pneumonia and Influenza (P&I) Mortality Surveillance:  Total number of deaths in 
Phoenix was 46 for week 1.  Maricopa County LESS the city of Phoenix had 148 total 
deaths.  The percentage of death due to influenza and pneumonia for the city of Phoenix 
and Maricopa County LESS the city of Phoenix was 4.3% and 6.7% respectively.
